AN UNBELIEVER'S TESTINONY, 


An emtoresting Case in Mlinois, in Which a 
Point of Law is Considered. 

CHICAGO, December 22.—A new point of 
law under the constitution of 1870 of the state 
of Illinois, was raised in the trial of the cause 
of the state against Robert Hertel, charged 
with fraud and conspiracy. It was claimed 
that he had defrauded certain people out of 
$3,000. Eugene Prussing was an essential wit- 
ness for the prosecution. When he was called, 
the defendant’s counsel. Dikeman, interrogated 
him as to his competency. 

Dikeman—Do you believe in the inspiration 
of the holy scriptures ? 

Prussing— No, sir, 

Dikeman—Do you believe in an ever living 
God ? 

Prussing—No, sir. 

Defendant's counsel claimed thatunder the 
laws of Illinois the defendant was not a compe- 
tent witness. He read the statute, the consti- 
tution and several rulings upon the question. 
The state’s attorney and Judge Shepard were 
taken by surprise, and the questioh was held 
under advisement, This morning, Prussing, 
with an armful of law books, entered the court- 
room. He was accompanied by General Stiles 
and several members of the society for ethical 
culture, Judge Shepard said he regretted he 
had been unable to find authorities which fully 
satisfied his mind, and he would like to hear 
arguments on the competency of Prussing as a 
witness. Judge Shepard asked Prussing: 

“Do you believe inan overruling providence, 
call it by whatever name you please, God or 
anything else, which makes man accountable 
in a future existence for sins or crimes com- 
mitted here?” 

Prussing—I have no positive belief in the 
existence of God. My position is that I do 
net know whether God exists or not. I neith- 
er aflirm nor deny that proposition. 

Judge Shepard—Do you believe in a future 
state of existence? 

Prussing—I neither 
simply don’t know. 

Judge Shepard—Do you believe in any fa- 
ture state Of existence in which you may be 
punished for sins Or crimes committed in this 
world ? 

Prussing— 
about it. 

Jucge Longnecker, for the prosecution —Do 
you consider the oath required of you binding 
on your conscience ? 

Prussing—I do, most certainly. 

Defendant's counsel—*“What is the test by 
which you feel your conscience bound?” 
Piussing—Because the oath is prescribed 
the law and statutes of tbe state. None 
her, 

Counsel! for the defendant argued against 
the competency of Prussing, reading copiously 
from the constitution of the state and from 
Various decisions, laying most stress upon the 
case of the railroad vs. Rockafeller, in the 
seventeenth Illinois. 

Mr. Waughup called particular attention to 
tle fact that Prussing admitted that the only 
test of his responsibility was that he would not 
commit perjury, and thus lay himself liable or 
amenable to the law of the state. 

Prussing made an argumentin his own be- 
half. He claimed that the constitution of Illi- 
nois of 1818 and 1848 guaranteed religious 
freedom. , This was opposed by the common 
law. The pilgrim fathers came to this coun- 
try because they wished to be freed from the 
exaction of the common law. They wanted 
freedom to worship as they deemed best. The 
development of knowledge and _ acience 
preduced atheists, snd « form of ajiir- 
maton was made to suit the Cases. 
During the past fifty years there had arisen a 
large class who were called agnostics. They 
did net know whether there was a God or 
not. but be there one, be there none, they 
would actin accordance with the dictates. of 
their own conscience. After showing that a!l 
the ceases cited were decided under the consti- 
tution of 1848, which, without any doubt, re- 
fused the testimony of those who did not be- 
lieve in God, 

Prussing said in 1868 Robert G. Ingersoll was 
the chief law officer of the state of Illinois, its 
attorney general. He madethe remack that 
if he was the sole witness of a most diabolical 
murder, the assassin would gounhung and 
unpunished, because under the laws of the 
state its attorney general would not be com- 
petent as a witness because he did not believe 
in God. The - effect of this remark 
and the wide discussion which 
followed was seen in the constitution 
of 1870, and the blot was forever effaced from 
the statutes of the state. The bill of rights in 
the constitution of 1870 says: ‘And no person 
shall be denied any civil or political right, 
privilege or capacity on account of his religious 
opinions.’ In his capacity as a witness he was 
protected by the constitution. 

Judge Shepard said the question was one of 
great importance; and should receive longer 
study. If the position of the defense was cor- 
rect, a large number of people would be inca- 
paciated as witnesse*. He was inclined to be- 
lieve that the constitution of 1870 stepped in 
to aid this class of persons. He would decide 
that Prussing was competent to testify. The 
defense noted an exception, and the question 
will go to the supreme court of Illinois.

DREARY NANTICOKE. 


MEN CONSIGNED TO 
DEATH. 


The Scenes which Ensued When the Relatives of the 
Doomed=_Men Heard the News—A Whole 
Town in Lamentation—A Father Who 
Lost His Three Crildren, ete., etc. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., December 22.—There 
was no rest for Nanticoke last night. It is 
impossible to describe in words the consterna- 
tion, dismay and agony which spread through 
the village when it was learned after midnight 
that all efforts to get the men out alive were 
abandoned. The town never saw such a sight 
as that witnessed from two to four o'clock 
this morning. No one thought of rest. The 
whole population was out on the streets dis- 
cussing, in the wildest manner, the decision, 
and exclamations of despair, cries of agony and 
mutterings of discontent were heard on every 
street corner and in almost every household. 
The relatives of the victims were in the wild- 
est agony of despair. Several were seized with 
convulsions, Fannie Sarver,the sister of the two 
Sarver brothers, was prostrated with violent 
fits, and at 5 a. m. it was feared she would die. 
Mrs. Kiveler, the old mother of the three 
Kiveler brothers, was at death’s door from 
weakncss and shock, and many other relatives 
and friends of the victims were completely 
prostrated. The officials in charge of the res- 
cue work were forced to abandon all work 
fromthe air shaft by several irresistible eon- 
clusions. Investigations at an early hour this 
morning show that the sand rock and eulm 
bas fallen to such an extent that the mine in 
Which the imprisoned men were confined was 
now filled to the roof, and that the men are 
dead and beyond all human help, The second 
cave-in took place during the night, Which was 
of very large proportions, and the. real extent 
of the damage done can hardly be guessed, but 
it is great. This fall brought with it 
volumes of black 4d imp and sulphur 
gas, Which has filled the mine and put 4 per- 
emptory stop to all work. At 6 o'clock this 
moiming it was learned that the bodies of the 
victims cannet be recovered for at least a 
month, and since this news has spread through- 
out the mining region the most intense excite- 
ment has prevailed. Every effort will now be 
made to work in towards the men’ from the 
slope. The clearing up of the gangways will! be 
pushed as rapidly as possible, though the work 
will be long and tedious, as there is about 3,000 
feet of gangway aiso filled up and said to he 
packed to the roof. Twenty-three men and 
boys are in the mine, 

The officials of the company are now going to 
sink a shaft directly over the Slope where the 
miners are supposed to be. It is thought that 
by doing thisthey can reach the victims in 
about four days. 

The officials of the Susquehanna Coal com- 
pany held a meeting this evening, and decided 
to sink a shaft as nearly as possible over the 
spot where the bodies of the, victims lie. The 
fate of the men in the slope is sealed, ani the 
only thing that remams is to recover the bod- 
ies of the victims, and restore them to their 
families and friends. Little has been done to- 
day except clear away the debris preparatory 
to beginning anew, and render the machinery 
and appliances more substantial. Operations 
at the slope will be kept up, and all the debris 
removed as fast as possible. The most practi- 
cal miners are of the opinion that when the 
dead men are fovrnd it will be in their cham- 
bers. Ifthey have been caught in the fallof 
sand and culm, then the victims will be found 
one by one. The excavation continues, and it 
may be two months before the last body is re- 
covered, The loss to the company is said to be 
estimated at $150,000, and will be greater in 
the cost of sinking a shaft, in the loss of time 
and the clearing of a mile of debris, sand and 
rock, which is wedged in a solid mass in the 
£ane ways. 

Michael Sarver, the father of the two Sarver 
Lrothers, was among the last who came out of 
the shaft this morning. He wept like a child. 
lie is very old and a lifelong toiler in the 
mines. In spite of his age he is as strong and 
rugged as ever, and insists upon working every 
moment that the officers will allow him. He 
expressed himself today as entirely satisfied 

ith the work being done to extricate the 
men. He did not place any blame for the dis- 
aster upon any one, holding that it was entire- 
ly accidental. 

’ “7 have two as fine sons as ever father had, 
lying down there,” he said, ‘and as good a 
daughter asman could wish lying dead at 
heme. But it is the will of God, and I say His 
Will be dene. It isa terrible affair and others 
are suffering as much aslIam. I will go down 
again as soon as they will let me, and 1 will 
work day and night to res¢ue them dead or 
alive.” 

The project of sinking a shaft over the 
workings of the fatal slope at Nanticoke has 
been abandoned. It issaid it would be nec- 
essary to go down 250 feet to reach the nearest 
canoway,and to dothis would take three 
months or more. The company will continue 
the work of clearing the obstructed tunnel, in 
the hope of gaining an entrance to the fatal 
chamber within the next ten days.

A Murderous Assault Upon Two German

PirrseurG, Pa., December 22.—There was 
an outbreak at the Old Eagle mines, in the 
third pool, near Elk Horn, yesterday morning. 
At an early hour about twenty masked men 
made an attack upon two Germans whea about 
three-fourths of a mile from the pit. One 
German was knocked down and}beaten with a 
club, sustaining serious injuries. The other 
one fared better, however, getting off with a 
few scratches and a black eye. An alarm was 
quickly raised, and the superintendent, J. E. 
Jones. and Engineer Kerry, with one other 
man. succeeded in routing the strikers, who 
displayed very little courage. They ran for 
the hills as soon as Jones and his assistants 
arrived on the scene. No other outrages have 
been reported, but an uneasy feeling prevails 
throughout the entire valley. At all the mines 
where the diggers are working at a reduced 
rate the men go armed, inorder that they may

A Young Husband Attempts Murder and

New York, December 22.—Gerard Murray, 
twenty-one years old, a medical student, who 
is completing bis education at the college in 
Virginia, attempted to kill his sixteen year old 
wife, Josie, and end his own life, early tis 
morning, at a boarding house in this city. 
The parties came here from Middleton, Eng- 
land. a short time ago. Jealousy was the cause 
of the attempted murder and suicide.

After the fight the woman 
left the place and went to O’Hara’s saloon. 
In aback room she laid down before a fire 
where she died. At four o’clock she was 
found dead. Lewis has been arrested. He is 
a hardened wretch, and says his wife’s death 
isa relefto him.

THE QUEEN'S IRISH, 


WHO SEEKS A PARLIAMENT OF 
THEIR OWN. 


The Nationalists Threaten the Troops on the Orange- 
men if They Resist Home Rulé When Adopted 
—Lord Roseberry Announces Himself 
in Paver of Home Rule, etc., etc. 


Lonpon, December 22.—A mecting of the 
Irish national league was held in Dublin. T: 
1). Sullivan, member of parliament, made an 
address, in which, referring to the opposition 
of the Orangemen and other “loyalists,” he 
characterized those who were clamoring 
against home rule as bigoted. fanatics. The 
land question, he said, which hed long been a 
subject of bitter controversy between the peo- 
ple and the landlords, must now be brought to 
final settlement. It would be im- 
possible, however, to guarantee the 
property of the landlords against the 
demands of Irishmen in America and Austra- 
lia. He warned the Ulster “braggarts” that if 
they should resist the home rule measure after 
its passage by the imperial parliament, their 
resistance would constitute an act of treason, 
and that it would be useless for them to en- 
deavyor to assert themselves by fighting the 
queen’s troops. Mr. Sullivan said that Mr. 
Gladtsone would persevere with the home rule 
scheme, regardless of the clamors of those op- 
posed to the measure. 

The recent visit to Ireland of Lord Richard 
Grosvenor, who was a gevernment official 
under the administration of Mr. Gladstone, 
gave rise to the rumor that his object was to 
ecnsult with the Irish leaders on behalf of 
Gladstone. In an interview, however, Lord 
Richard said he went to Ireland merely fora 
wcck’s shooting; that he saw neither Parnell 
nor any of his colleagues, and thate he never 
spoke to any one on the subject of home rule 
for lrelend. 

Earl Roseberry, who was a member of Glad- 
stone’s cabinet, writes that he is willing to 
concede home rule to Ireland on the coadition 
that the union be maintained. 

Mr. Parnell has sent a letter to his col- 
leagues with reference to the party’s pro- 
eramme. He says thatit would be unwise at 
preseent for the nationalists to formalate their 
demands. 

James J. O'Kelly, nationalist member of 
parliament for Rosscommon, saidin an inter- 
view to-day that there was now a good oppor- 
tunity for settling the question of home rule: 
that Gladstone could confer aa enormous ben- 
efit on Engiand and Ireland, and that no one 
was morecompetent than Gladstene to solve 
the Irish problem. The Irish party will hold 
a meeting in January to decide upon their pol- 
icy in the coming parliament. 

Herbert Gladstone, son of the ex-premier, 
apd niember of parliament for the west divis- 
icn of Leeds, has written a letter to the news 
ascociation; in the course of which he says: 

“T fear that the teries will wash their hands 
of Parnell, now that they have got the benefit 
of the Trish vote in the elections. Party war- 
fare is the only method of getting justice for 
Ireland.” 

The London office of the Loyal Irish union 
bas issued a manifesto, calling upon the people 
to make a united effort to thwart the attempts 
of the Parnellites to drive the country into 
civil war, The programme urged by the union 
is gs follows: That Ireland be givén a form of 
lgeal self government upon a broad and 
e;uitable basis, with representation in parlia- 
ment by a secretary and under 
sccietary, chosen by the Irish mem- 
bers; that the denominational universities 
avd schools be assisted by the government; 
that a permanent royal viceroy be appointed 
to reside inthe viceroyal castle at Dablin; 
that Irish industries be encouraged by the al- 
lotment to Irish manufacturers of a hare in 
government work ; that Irish fisheries be pro- 
tectcd ; that the harbors and ports be improved 
and that judicious assistance be given by 
means of loans to raliways and public works, 
this last provision to be controlled. by a cen- 
tral board of works. 


Minister Curry in Spain. 

MADRID, December 22.—Mr. Curry, the 
Amican minister, presented his credentials to 
the queen regent today. The subject of the com- 
mercial relation between the United States gov- 
érrment and Spain was discussed. Minister 
Curry was gratified with the cordial feeling 
n anifested by the queen regent in response to 
his views relating to matters between Spain and 
the United States. The queen unhesitatingly 
ieclared that she reciprocated the feelings. 
}he impression prevails in ministerial circles 
(bat a new commercial treaty will soon be ne- 
sotiated, 


Peace Between France and Madagascar. 

Paris, December 22.—A government dis- 
patch from Madagascar says that peace be- 
‘ween France and Madagascar has been con- 
cluded. It is reported that the treaty of peace 
-ives France a protectorate over the whole of 
MVadegasear, and that there will be a French 
resident at Tananarivo, the capital, who will 
be charged with the duty of conducting the 
foreign affaiss of Madagascar, and who will be 
attended by a permanent guard. The French 
{troops willeceupy Tamatave until the war 
indembity of ten million francs is paid. 


Counterfeiting Bank of England Notes. 

Lonpon, December 22.—An outside London 
stock jobber named Harrison, charged with a 
ceries of frauds, has been arrested in Spain. 
The Bank of England notes of one hundred 
pounds, which it is alleged had been forged by 
him, have been circulated largely, it is believ- 
ed, in Dublin. The bank is exhausting every 
resource to secure the plate and engraving 
used in printing the counterfeit notes which 
are excellent representations of the genuine 
note. 


Lighty Men Killed. 

LONDON, December 22.—Advices from Ran- 
gocn report that five hundred Dacoits, who 
recently attacked Shaaygyeen, were repulsed 
wiih a loss of eighty killed. The British lost 
one man. The Dacoits have been skirmishfng 
with the English at other points, but it seems 
that the revolt has been checked. The Euro- 
peans who were reported to have been miassa- 
ered were safe up to December 14,except three, 
who had been murderd. 


The Dog-Bitten Childrén. 

Paris, December 22.—The four children 
from Newark, N. J., who were recently bitten 
by a mad dog and inoculated last night by M. 
Pasteur, are today doing well. The children 
are staying at the hotel Sarbanna, and will nn- 
dergo a regular course of treatment, No opin- 
ion can yét be formed regarding the ultimate 
evelopment of the virus.

Dailas Perry, alias Baker, a colored deaf mute, 
was run over and killed this morning half « 
mile beyond Bilver Springs, Upson county, by 
the Tennessee and Pacific passenger train that 
left Lebanon at 6:45. The negro was crossing 
the cattle gap when he was seen by -the en- 
gineer, Who at once gave the danger signal. 
This was unheeded, and the grade being very 
steep, the engineer was unable to stop the 
train. Thepilot of the engine fame. the 
negro, knocking him down and crushing his 
skull. The wheels of the engine ran over both 
legs below the knee, horribly mangling them. 
Death ensued almost instantly. The remains 
were given in charge of a gang of hands, who, 
with the deceased, were engaged in getting 
ont timber for W. M. Allace, near the road. 
The deceased was the mute who so graphically 
portrayed by the mute alphabet the cireum- 
stances of the killing of Hoge Robertson, in 
the case ofthe state vs. H. Jenkins, at the 
January term of the criminal court of this 
county.

Mrs. Epping remarked, 
she had recently visited a family named Fer- 
guson, and that there she saw silver engraved 
“S. A. T,”’ Inquiry brought out the fact that 
federal officers left the silver with the Ferguson 
curing the war, that the Ferguson emigratedte 
Brazil in 1865, carrying the silver with them, 
and that they have not been long from that 
country. They cheerfully gave it up to the 
daughter of the lady who buried it twenty-two 
years ago.

“still thew submit to the Jaw. Will not these 
prosecutions gradually suppress the objectiona- 
bic features of Mormon life? 

“Almost anything can be done if it is done 
gradually. Iithe prosecutions underthe Ed- 
inmunds act continue to be pushed very slowly 
with mcderate sentences they may in time be 
successful, but there is danger to be feared 
from two sources. Any sudden activity er se- 
veri(y in enforcing existing laws might pro- 
voke an outbreak. Again, the proposed sup- 
plemental legislation of congres$ may bring on 
a collision. One of the objects of the pending 
bill is to destroy the legal power of the Mor- 
won church by placing it in the hands ofa 
federal receiver with authority to wind up its 
business. This would be a deadly stab at the 
very vitals of Mormonism.” 

“Tn either of the twocontingencies mention- 
ed you think the Mormons would fight?” 

“They would be very unhke their fellow- 
men ail over the world, if they did not. Now, 
I have been in the Mormon country. Ihave 
mingled with the people, and studied their 
character, their conduct, and their materia! 
and spiritual conditions. They are not up to 
the standard of education and refinement of 
tle eastern states, but they are a hardy, moral 
and industrious people. Their industry is mar- 

lous. They are sober and honest. In fact, you 
will find among them all the virtues of @ prim- 
itive population. ‘They remind me of the good, 
old-fashioned people in some of our back coun- 
tics, remote from the railroads and the cities. 
It wasa novelty to find myself among a people 
where the slightest obligation was respected, 
where every man’s word was his bond, where 
it wes unnecessary to go to law to collecta 
dcht, where the windows and doors were never 
fastened, and where charity and kindness per- 
vadid the entire community.” 

“Are they happy in their family relations?” 

“Undoubtedly as much so asany people upon 
the face of the earth. IT have talked with the 
wives. They are proud of their husbands and 
their children, and their husbands are proud 
ofthem, and the same bond of love unites 
them that is to be found in families every- 
where.” 

“But I bave read accounts of the dissatisfac- 
tion of the Mormon women.”’ 

“Certainly. But they are the exceptions, just 
asthe women in the eastern states who occasion- 
ally demand the right to vote and hold office 
are the exceptions in our society. And it 1s 
also true that some of the younger Mormons 
who have been brought in contact with 
the ventiles are dissatisfied. They rebel against 
o!d conditions and thirst for what is to them a 
new and progressive civilization.” 

“Would you advocate letting these people 
alone?’ 

“No, not exactly that. But any repressive 
measures should, in my opinion, be made to 
operate gradually. Any sudden and wide- 
spread disruption of family ties, any violent 
interference with the workings of the church 
will be likely to result in trouble. 
You know how revolutions start. 
Somctimes a little spark kindles a mighty con- 
conflagration. Whena people feel oppressed 
they do not stop to reason. The wild idea 
seizes them that Jife is not wor-h living, that 
it is better todie for their altars and their 
homes than to submit to injustice and tyranny. 
Some ‘unwise step in the enforcement of 
federal laws may any moment fight the fires of 
rebellion all over Mormondom.” 

“In that event they will be wiped out.’ ;

While in East Point they were together al- 
most constantly, and appeared to be the best 
of friends, ‘| hey ate together, walked together 
and worked side by side, and as day after day 
went by their friendship appeared to increase. 
They were never known to speak an unpleas- 
ant word to one another, and thekilling of the 
one by the other was the result of a short quar- 
rel,

and as the men came out of the shops for their 
dinners thes 

WERE HANDED THEIR MONEY. 

Hursey and ‘Tench drew their pay at the 
same time and walking out of the building to- 
gether, started across the railroad to a store to 
pay small biils that they owed. Whenthey were 
near the track, however, they stopped and be- 
gan talking. Their voices were loud and their 
gestures rather wild but no one paid any atten- 
tion to that as no one dreampt that they were 
quarrelling. During the time the men were 
talking the Central passenger train rolled by 
and just as the train was passing the two ne- 
rrocs 

TENCH DREW TIS PISTOL 
and throwing the muzzle in Hursey's face 
fired. Wursey staggered forward a step and 
fell tothe ground on his face. The noise of 
the traingalmost drowned the report of the pis- 
tol, but when the train rolled away several 
persons who were standing in front of the 
store saw one negro lying on the ground and 
the other standing near by with a pistol. ont 
ofthe harrel of which smoke was curling. 
This picture soon vanished for in 
AN INSTANT TENCH WHEELED 

upon his heel and staried for the woods in a 
dead run. 

No one knew what they had seen until some 
wondering why one negro ran, and why the 
other did not get up, walked out to the pros- 
trate body. ‘The darkey was lying on his face 
and was wroaning terribly. The gentleman 
asked him what was the trouble, but received 
no reply. He then stooped down, and pushing 
the negro over, was surprised to find his 

FACE COVERED WITH BLOOD, 

for up that time he had no idea that the 
darkey had been shot. The gentleman quick- 
ly gave the alarm and ina few minutes several 
persons congre gated about the man on the 
ground. Dr. Taylor was among the number 
and cxamined the wound, He found that the 
ball, a thirty-two, had entered the negro’s 
forehead over the right eye and that th 
braim-was oozing. out. The negro was wth- 
concious and never uttered aword, He 

WAS PICKED UP 
and carried to a house near by where he ha- 
gered until dark when he died. His. death 
came in that same unconscious condition 
when he was found. and consequently nO CAaAUSC 
for the shooting could be obtained from him. 

CHASING TENCH. 

When it was ascertained that Hurscy had 
been shot, parties started out after Tench, but 
he had covered so much ground that he could 
not be overtaken.

Mr. Alexander C, King Makes a Very Strong Arzu- 
ment for the Liquer Deglers—A Forcible Reply

Yesterday argument wgs begun in the con- 
tested election case before Judge Marshall J. 
Clark 

Mr. A. C, King-inade the opening speec h for 
the Hiquor men, and his presentation of his 
case Was eXce edingly strong and clear. 

He argned the unconstitutionality of the 
bill, taking thé position that it was a local act 
and had not been passed in accordance with 
the constitation of the state. 

He took: the position first that the bill was 
unconstitutional asa general bill because it 
Was not operative in all the counties of the 
State. Its operation is confined to certain coun- 
ties while othérs are excluded. It is operative 
in Fulton for instance and inoperative in Cobb. 
so 28 to various other counties. Mr, King read 
decisious to show that such lawsas the local 
option law were local laws and should be pass- 
edassuch. He then urged that the local op- 
tion act had“been passed as a general law’ and 
nothing else was ever claimed for it. Therr- 
fore as it was 

UNCONSTITUTIONAL ASA GENERAL LAW. 
not being uniform in its operation and as the 

constitutional requirements as te local laws 
had not been complied with it must fall. He 
read decisions to show that general laws are 
those which relate to or bind alike everything 
within the. jurisdietion of the law making 
power. The local option act he urged was 
obliged to be a local law bécause it was put in 
force or repealed at the will of a particular 
low ality. it would be law or not as would suit 
the fancy of the people ofa county. It was 
also unconstitutional because it was a clear del- 
egation of authority. In the. local option act 
there isa tons Aegee™ abdieation of the fanctions 
of government. Thetheory of our govern- 
lie “nt is tha the re Shall be A responsible 
agent between the individual and the- sover- 
eign people. In this case the legislature as 
good as leaves its hall and says to the people, 
“come up aid legislate ft oF yours lves.” The 
bill aioes not come a complete instrument from 
the hands of the legislature. It does not even 
fix the date of the election, but leaves that. to 
the people. Inthe Pike county local option 
bill which the supreme court sustained the 
legisjature fixed the date and said 
SO AND SO “SHALL” OCCUR. 

Under this bill the people at their will 
vould be constantly making and unmaking a 
general law. Mr. King considered this a del- 
egation of authority that was ciearly uncon- 
Stitutional. He admitted that the legislature 
could passa perfect act and leave it tothe 
people to pass upon, but he denied that the 
local option act was a perfect act as it allowed 
the people to demand the el which is 
usually ordered by the legislaturs He then 
urged that if the act was mncemsiieational 

there had been no election aud the ordinary 
was only committing a trespass and could be, 
enjoined. Mr. King’ argued at some leng th 
that there had been no legal submission of the 
question to the } people. He attacked the vote 
a the dry parts of the county as. illegal and 
said the ordinary should have discriminated 
between the portions of the county that were 
or were not entitled to vote, se also attacked 
the registration law as laying qualifications on 
the voter additional to + as, impare by the 
constitution of the sta He also attacked 
the three ballot- box an eel and closed . by 
urging that the complainant had no other ade- 
quate remedy at lawand that injunction was 
the proper proc eding. 

COLONEL MYNATT REPLIES. 

After a short recess, taken at 12:50, Colonel 
Pryor L, Mynatt.spoke for the prohibitionists.

injunction of an election, and that was an un- 
heard of and illegal proceeding. -Colonel My- 
natt read decisions to show that courts had no 
right to participate in election contests, except 
when that authority was specially granted by 
the law-making power. There is no power on 
earth to stop an election, unless the law-mak- 
ing power gives that authority dire ctly. Colonel 
Mynatt.made avery strong and novel pr pint 
by saying that if the injunction was made pér- 
manent the election would get into chancery: 
the ballotboxes would be in ‘chancery ; East 
Point and West End would be in chancery: 
an auditor might have to be appointed and th« 
court might have to order another election’ 
He explained that there was 
another remedy for the complainant. He 
cor uld contest the election béfore the ordinary 
in accordance with the provisions of the bill 
and he could then resist the enforcement of the 
law. The injunction now sought could apply 
only to Mr. Clayton, the complainant, because 
there are no other parties, whereas if the case 
should be brought in the shape = of a resistance:

Cal Varnadoe Shows a Clean Hand and Is

It appears that Davis and Nicklessand 
Owens went to the ball together, and when 
the former two saw that Varnadoe was about 
to leave with Owens, they beganto abuse 
them. Owens was quite drunk, and wanted 
to resent the wordy assault, but - Varnadoe be- 
ing sober, tried to avoid it. Finally Owens 
and, either Davis or Nickless, came to blows, 
despite Varnadoe’s efforts, and in less thana 
minute after the first blow passed, all four 
men were engaged in a general fight. The 
fight quickly spread among the other inmates 
of the ball room and a general row ensued.

Patrolmen Brenning, Hitson and Smith who 
were drawn to the locality by the row, arrest- 
ed Mary Key, Jim Davis, Joe Nickless, Bob 
Rate:ree, Tom Wade, C. F. Millwood, Alex 
Owens and Cal Varnadoe, and yesterday morn- 
ing the entire party was arraigned in police 
court. The evidence showed that Davis and 
Nickless were to blame for the row, and all 
the others, except the woman, were discharged. 
Davis and Nickless were required to give $300 
bond for their appearance to answer the charge 
of assault with intent to murder. The woman 
was fined 35.75 for keeping a disorderly house.

WHAT IS THEIR SCHEME? 


Two Men Say They Can Make the Artesian 
Well Fiow But Won't Tell How. 

There area couple of artesian well experts 
in Atlanta who claim that they have a plan by 
which they can make a flowing stream of wa- 
ter gush forth from Atlanta’s artesian well. 

Said one of them yesterday, “Wej are satis- 
fied that we can’make the ,well run. This is 
not the first artesian well that I have seen in 
a similar condition,"and Iam as satisfied that 
Iean makethe well flow, as lam that lam 
talking to a CONSTITUTION reporter.” 

“What is your plan?” 

“Well, that issomething 1 do not care to 
make public. The plan belongs to us and if it 
was known almost any one could do the same 
thing. Colonel Baum does not know it, or. at 
least Ido not think that he does, or he would 
have tried it before now. All that we want is 
a showing and it will cost the city nothing. If 
we get a flowing well Atlanta could well afford 
to pay us something, but we will undertake to 
do the work for nothing and will use our own 
machinery, as I understand the idea of getting 
a flowing well has been abandoned, and ma- 
chinery isto be used to pump the weter ont of 
the well. Now, before they buy the machinery 
and put it in position we say 
to them give us a showing, and we will give 
you a well that will be an artesian well in 
practice as well as in name.” 

“In what condition will the well be after you 
get through with it?” 

“We will either give Atlanta a regular arte- 
sian well or return the well to the authorities 
in the same condition that it now is. Our 
plan in the event of its failing to produce the 
desired effects does not injure the property 
any way.” a 

“Have you spoken to any of the city authori- 
ties upon the subject?’ 

“Yes, Ihave spoken to several. I had a 
talk with Mayor Hillyer this afternoon. I 


told him about. whatI have told you, and 


promised to come back and see him again. As 
the well stands now, it is no artesian well at 
all. Atlanta wants a flowing well that will 
throw out the water without the expense of 
pumping it. Wethink that we can give her 
such a well, and if the city tells asto go ahead, 
it will be only a day or two before we will com- 
mence work, andafew days after we will 
either give Atlantaa flowing well or return 
the property in the same condition that it is 
today.”
